Fiom that time Natterstrom kept 
Beck concerns end his own entirely dis- 
tinct—and from that day Natterstrom was 
esieemed the most fortenste man in the 
world, but Natterstrom pronosaced him the 
most uolortanate. The movey of all 
piospered. it was like a snow be . 
damp day rolling down the white mous- 
taios, it doubled and trebled itself like an 
assemblage of clouds driven by contrary 
wiods, while Natterstrom’s own property 
was dissipated like a mist in summer. He 
seldom saw bis own money but once; the 
winds, the waves, the rocks in the sea, all 
conspired againet Natterstrom. The same 
tempest which wrecked Natterstrom’s ship 
on the rock of Rodondo, drove Beg’s into 
a famished port in the West ladies, where 
they weighed silver against flour. The 
commissions on Beg’s sdventure retrieved 
his late loss and gave bim the command of 
as great asum as the agent of Beg. 

Natterstrom was the first to embark in 
trade to the Levant. The situation of the 
commercial world was most inviting to the 
commerce of the U.S. All the world 
was most inviting was a new milch 
cow to the merchant.
